Riding lessons 

Colleges try to peddle bikes to their car-loving students 


Behind you! 

Don’t look now, but biking is catching up and catching on at campuses 
nationwide. Some examples [api 

Northern Illinois University and Illinois State University 

Both paint bikes bright colors and give out locks and helmets. Illinois 
State revamps abandoned bikes instead of paying for new ones. 

University of Washington 

Bought 40 electric bicycles for a bike-share program launching in 
January. Anyone with a university ID can borrow one of the bikes, which 
give an extra boost to cyclers on Seattle’s steep hills. 

Duke University 

The school spends $24,000 each year on a bike program.

ATLANTA Emory University is 
hoping to make a two-wheeled 
contraption the must-have back- 
to-school accessory this fall. 

The school is selling discount- 
ed bicycles to students and fac- 
ulty, adding bike lanes to campus 
roads and stocking bikes that can 
be borrowed for free. 

The university is pushing its 
$250,000 “Bike Emory” initia- 
tive, launched a year ago, in hopes 
of convincing students and fac- 
ulty that the eco-friendly bikes 
are a better alternative to their 
four-wheeled, gas-guzzling coun- 
terparts. 

Cycling already has a foothold at 
many colleges, where hefty parking 
fees, sprawling campuses and lim- 
ited roads make it tough to travel. 
Still, most students are reluctant to 
leave their cars parked. 

“They’re using them to drive 
from residence halls to class. 


which is a two- or three-block 
commute,” said Ric Damm, an 
administrator and cycling coach 
at Rip on College, which is giv- 
ing away $300 bikes to freshmen 
who leave their cars at home. “We 
thought, ‘How can we provide an 
incentive to get them out of that 
behavior?’ ” 

Damm’s school, outside 
Oshkosh, Wis., has spent $26,000 
on its free bike program, which so 


far has signed up half of the 300- 
student freshman class, Damm 
said. 

“I think a big draw is 
just the environmental aspect,” 
said freshman Regina Nelson, 
who readily signed up for a free 
bike. 

‘And, honestly, I think that any- 
thing free when you’re in college 
is good, especially something like 
a bike that is worth something.”

Georgia fight 

Thousands of people may have 
died since violence broke out 
Friday. And while Georgia called 
a cease-fire and said its troops 
were retreating Sunday from the 
disputed province of South Ossetia 
and ready to talk with Moscow, 
Russia said the soldiers were “not 
withdrawing but regrouping’’ and 
refused to recognize a truce. What 
else should you know? Start here.

What led to this? 

Georgian forces tried to retake 
the capital of South Ossetia, a 
pro-Russian region that won de 
facto autonomy from Georgia in 
the early 1990s. Russia dispatched 
an armored column into South 
Ossetia on Friday after Georgia, 
a staunch U.S. ally, launched an 
attack with aircraft, armor and 
heavy artillery to crush separatists. 

A major war? 

Maybe. Experts say it could be 
one of the worst clashes between 
Russia and a foreign military since 
the 1980s war in Afghanistan. U.S. 
military intervention is unlikely, so 
the hope is that the West will exert 
pressure to stop the fighting. 

Can tiny Georgia really beat 
Russia? 

Russia has 1.1 million soldiers, 
Georgia has 37,000. The Russian 
armed forces have about 6,000 
tanks and some 1,700 combat 
aircraft. Georgia has 230 tanks 
and 12 combat aircraft.

Bernie Mac’s family was hopeful comedian would pull through

The death of Bernie Mac might have taken some by surprise— 
especially fans and those in the entertainment industry— but 
not his family 

When he went to the hospital three weeks ago suffering from 
pneumonia, his family at first expected him to fully recover, but 
his daughter Je’niece Childress said Sunday that 
as time passed, she and her mother braced for 
the possibility that he could die, 

Childress said Mac had been at Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital since the middle of July 
“Initially when he was hospitalized we 
expected him to come back home, but as the 
weeks went on, I kind of knew,” Childress told 
The Associated Press, 

Mac, 50, died Saturday from what his publi- 
cist said were complications from pneumonia, 

Mac also suffered from sarcoidosis, an 
inflammatory lung disease, but he had said the 
condition went into remission in 2005, His 
publicist, Danica Smith, has said the pneumo- 
nia was unrelated to the sarcoidosis, 

Mac, born Bernard Jeffrey McCullough in Chicago, got his 
start doing stand-up as a child. His successful career included his 
own Fox TV series, “The Bernie Mac ShoV’ and starring roles in 
“Ocean’s Eleven,” “Bad Santa,” “Charlie’s Angels: FullThrotde” 
and “Transformers,” 

“The world just got a little less funny,” Mac’s “Ocean’s Eleven” 
co-star George Clooney said in a statement, “He will be dearly 
missed,” 

Don Cheadle, another member of the “Ocean’s” gang, con- 
curred: “This is a very sad day for many of us who knew and 
loved Bernie, He brought so much joy to so many He will be 
missed, but heaven just got funnier,” 

Carl Reiner, who also appeared in the “Ocean’s” films, said 


Saturday he was “in utter shock” because he thought Mac’s 
health was improving, 

“He was just so alive,” Reiner said, “I can’t believe he’s 
gone,” 

Fellow comedian Chris Rock called Mac “one of the best and 
funniest comedians to ever live,” 

“But that was the second-best thing he did,” 
said Rock, who can be heard along with Mac in 
the upcoming animated movie “Madagascar: 
Escape 2 Africa,” “Bernie was one of the great- 
est friends a person could have, 

“Losing him is like losing 12 people, because 
he absolutely filled up any room he was in. I’m 
gonna miss the Mac Man,” 

Childress said Mac, who had a home in the 
south suburb of Erankfort, was a loving father, 
husband and grandfather, Childress, 30, is his 
only child, and has a i-year-old daughter. She 
said her mother, Rhonda McCullough, and 
Mac were married for 32 years, 

“He was a hard man, and he made no apolo- 
gies for that,” Childress said, “When it came to 
me and my mother and my daughter, he was the softest,” 
Recently, Mac’s brand of comedy caught him some flack when 
he joked about menopause, sexual infidelity and promiscuity at 
a July fundraiser for Democratic presidential candidate Barack 
Obama, Obama’s campaign later said the jokes were “inappro- 
priate,” 

“I kind of figured he was going to get a lot of backlash,” 
Childress said, “Telling that joke at that time probably wasn’t 
the best idea, but that’s him,” 

Children said there was always laughter in their home, 
“Because that’s just who he was,” Childress said, “I’m sad that 
my daughter will never know or be able to feel how much he 
loved her,” ap, tribune, la, times

All three later died at Loyola University 
Medical Center. The driver was criti- 
cally injured. 

The four were close, each striving 
for achievement, relatives said. Stokes 
was to attend Northeastern Illinois 
University on scholarship this fall, his 
mother Theresa Stokes said Sunday 

Pritchett and the injured driver, 
whom the Tribune is not naming 
because he is a witness, were working 
at O’Hare, and her son was going to try 
for a job there too, she said. 

“Everything was always about them 
being together,” she said. 

The injured man remained at Loyola 
University Medical Center Sunday, 
family members said. 

He and Devin Stokes had formed the 
Tbung Money Club to encourage their 
peers to earn money and succeed hon- 
estly, Theresa Stokes said. 

“Making money, but doing it legiti- 


mately, and not seeking out the gangs, 
and keeping away from violence,” were 
its goals, she said. 

As those close to the young men 
struggled with their grief, police said 
they had no information on a motive 
for the killings. The gunfire came 
about 12:15 a.m. Saturday. All that 
marked the spot Sunday were a few 
shards of glass and a small memorial 
of flowers, a poster and candles on a 
ragged elm tree outside the Flowers’ 
home. 

Residents worry these killings and 
other recent homicides, including one 
Aug. 4, are reversing a hard-fought 
decline in crime after several years of 
increases. 

All but Flowers had graduated in the 
spring from Proviso East High School 
in Maywood. 

Principal Milton Patch said the 
young men had avoided gangs and 
were aiming at college or working. Staff 
members will be “devastated” when 
they return to prepare for the start of 
the school year next week, he said. 

Family members want to see chang- 
es in their village, even though it can’t 
reverse what happened to their loved 
ones. 

“Somebody knows who the perpe- 
trator is. But nobody’s saying nothing,” 
Kent Flowers Sr. said.

Crashes caused by distracted drivers using phones underreported, Illinois authorities say 


Here’s a thought to dial up the next time you are talking on the 
phone while driving: Cell phone use was listed as the primary 
or secondary causes of 1,357 crashes in Illinois last year, result- 
ing in eight fatalities and 351 injuries, according to the Illinois 
Department of Transportation. 

Although the tally may seem alarmingly high, it is a lowball 
figure, authorities say 

As RedEye reported last week, several bills pending in the 
General Assembly are aimed at reducing driver distractions. A 
task force on distracted drivers recommends banning drivers 
from talking on cell phones near schools. Text-messaging while 
driving also should be prohibited anywhere in the state, the task 
force said in its final report to lawmakers.

The victim was taken to 
Stroger Hospital, where he was pronounced 
dead about 6:20 a.m., according to the Cook 
County medical examiner’s office. No one is in 
custody.

City fights to retain 
unciaimed cash 


For nearly a half century, the City of Chicago 
has refused to turn over unclaimed proper- 
ty totaling tens of millions of dollars to the 
state’s debt-ridden pension fund. 

But a private lawsuit has prompted the 
city to negotiate a settlement with the state 
treasurer. The deal under discussion ensures 
that such funds would be turned over in the 
future, but there is no plan to force the city 
to pay up what it previously kept. 

The unclaimed property comes in a vari- 
ety of forms, from uncollected city Board of 
Education paychecks and overpaid parking 
tickets to money confiscated by police dur- 
ing arrests. 

Attorney Tom Peters, whose lawsuit 
against the police department exposed the 
city’s failure to pay, said the department “is 
short-changing pension funds that are $43 
billion underfunded. That money should go 
where it belongs.” 

The state and city disagree on the amount of money the city has kept. Paul 
Miller, an attorney for state Treasurer Alexi Giannoulias, said the unpaid 
funds could be more than $50 million. But a spokeswoman for city comptrol- 
ler Steve Lux disputed that. The city contends it isn’t subject to the turnover 
law because of home rule, but still is negotiating a settlement.

in theater fire? 

Just weeks before his jazz club is scheduled to 
open in a rapidly gentrifying stretch of Rogers 
Park, Andy McGhee picked through scorched 
debris where investigators think an arsonist 
ignited a blaze early Sunday morning. 

“Somebody’s trying to tell us something, but 
I can’t translate their message,” McGhee said. 

A community development official specu- 
lated the message could be to stop the changes 
that are improving the once crime-ridden neigh- 
borhood, where a trendy lounge and an upscale 
coffeehouse have opened in recent years as part 
of an effort to make a more inviting streetscape 
along Morse Avenue between Sheridan Road 
and Clark Street. 

McGhee, who is working with two partners 
on the Morse Theater renovation, hopes the 
club still will open Sept. 19. 

The $6 million project, which McGhee and 
the others have been working on for three years, 
has been a main spur to the transformation of 
the neighborhood. Sunday’s fire began at about 
3:40 a.m. on a wooden bench along the main 
floor of the club. A police arson investigator 
said it appeared an accelerant had been used by 
an arsonist or arsonists. 

Rene Camargo, director of Devcorp North, a 
community and economic development group 
that has been working to improve the area for 
the past four years, suggested the arsonist or 
arsonists were opposed to change and improve- 
ment in the community 

“This area used to be gang-infested,” Camargo 
said. “People did not want to come to Morse 
Avenue because they were scared. We’ve been 
building anchors for this community, and this 
was one of the anchors. 

“I don’t see any other reason,” Camargo 
said. “I see the graffiti there and it’s telling 
me that they don’t want to see a theater and a 
restaurant there.”

Both sides 
of the story 

Musicians embrace idea of playing 
classic albums in full during shows

Play it again, Sam, The whole album, 
please — and in order. 

An unmistakable trend in concert- 
going is the growing number of acts 
performing their classic albums in full. 
Part marketing gimmick, part an act of 
nostalgia, the performances are above 
all communal celebrations of the album 
as an art form. 

At July’s Pitchfork Festival in Union 
Park, Public Enemy performed 1988’s 
hip-hop classic “It T^ces a Nation of 
Millions to Hold Us Back;” Sebadoh 
played their 1993 lo-fi indie favorite 
“Bubble and Scrape;” and Mission of 
Burma trotted out their 1982 post-punk 
full-length “Vs,” 

Earlier this year at the Coachella Valley 
Music & Arts Festival in California, 
Roger Waters played the Pink Floyd 
classic “Dark Side of the Moon” as his 
second set. 

All of these concerts follow other 
album performances by Jay-Z, Lucinda 
Williams, Sonic %uth, Wilco, Slint, 
Iron Maiden and GZA over the last 
two years. 

As she did earlier this year, Liz Phair 
will play her landmark 1993 debut, 
“Exile in GuyviUe,” in three shows later 
this month to coincide with a re-release 
of the disc, commemorating its 15-year 
anniversary 

The concerts can be meaningful 
experiences for both artist and listen- 
er, The audience gets to hear the music 
exactly as they digested it— and per- 
haps grew to love it, 

“We’re all coming there with a kind 
of expectation,” Phair said, “It’s the 
kind of show you have to bring some- 
thing to. You can’t just come and sit 
back and let it happen, You have to 
bring your memories. You have to bring 
your 1993 self” 

Although acts reach back into their 
catalog during a typical performance, 
many musicians never perform more 
than a handful of songs from an album, 
“GuyviUe,” after aU, is 18 songs long. But 
it was composed as a cohesive artistic 
statement— a kind of song-by-song 
feminist response to another great 
album, the Rolling Stones’ “Exile on 
Main Street,” 


“I put off listening to the 
album for a long time,” Martsch 
said, “The first time I tried to 
listen to it, I couldn’t even make 
it all the way through it,” 

Built to Spill always works in 
a lot of songs from its catalog in 
its live show. But the band leaves 
room for improvisation, so many 
of the songs from “Perfect Erom 
Now On” have changed since they 
recorded them, 

“We’re trying to get it back to 
sounding like the record,” Martsch 
said. 




‘After every single record I’ve fin- 
ished, I’ve said in my own head or to 
other people, ‘Wouldn’t it be great 
if we could just go out and perform 
it top to bottom?’ ” Phair said, ‘As 
I perform the songs, I had the time

Fashion at the Olympic Games

The Olympics might honor old sporting tra- 
ditions, but the Summer Games in Beijing 
put the spotlight on some new looks. Here 
are style highlights from the ’08 Olympics: 

Footwear 

Nike’s equestrian boot is called the Ippeas— 
Greek for “rider.” 

Riding boots have remained relatively 
unchanged since the 1800s, with wood soles 
and leather uppers. But, according to Nike, 
athletes were looking for lighter footwear 
while maintaining the traditional look. 

The final product is a leather and synthetic 
boot that emphasizes traction and commu- 
nication with the horse through a thin, high- 
abrasion synthetic rubber material on the 
side of the boot. 

Nike also is introducing new shoes for beach 
volleyball players, who really have no history of 
shoes at all. The company says players explained 
that they preferred being barefoot because it 
allowed for the most freedom in movement, 
though they acknowledged that hot, cold or 
coarse sand could be a distraction. 

The solution is the Zesti beach volleyball 
sock made from a breathable, seamless fabric 


that clings like a second skin. There are rubber 
cleats on the bottom. 

A weightlifting shoe, dubbed Romaleos 
for “strength,” posed one of the greatest 
challenges to designers because it needs to 
be light and flexible yet withstand 1,000 
pounds— figuring up to 300 pounds for the 
athlete and 700 for the weights. 

The centerpiece is a “power bridge,” a sys- 
tem of trusses and bridges in the midsole and 
a contoured wedge heel. 

Timepieces 

Omega, the official timekeeper for the 
Olympics, runners and others, has a collec- 
tion for consumers it calls “timeless.” 

There are five dials on the Olympic 
Speedmaster 5- Counter Chronograph mim- 
icking the five Olympic rings: They include 
a small second counter, a seven-day chro- 
nograph recorder, a day indicator, a 12-hour 
chronograph recorder and a 30 -minute chro- 
nograph recorder. Together, they essentially 
create a stopwatch. 

The watch is waterproof up to 330 feet. 

There are four versions. Alligator straps are 
offered on an 18 -karat rose gold version, an 18- 
karat yellow gold one and a stainless-steel one. 


Casual wear 

Ralph Lauren is the official outfitter for 
the U.S. Olympic Team for the first time. 
Shoppers already are wearing some of the 
looks athletes will be wearing around the 
Olympic Village. 

Pullovers with Chinese writing are 
selling well, as are classic polo shirts 
adorned with the Olympic rings, the 
U.S. team logo and the classic Polo 
pony, according to the company 

While the opening ceremony 
outfit for the athletes has been 
kept a tight secret, the closing 
ceremony outfit includes polo 
shirts tipped with red and royal 
blue piping paired with crisp 
white Bermuda shorts. A ver- 
sion is available to consumers. 

Accessories carry through 
the Americana theme, includ- 
ing ribbon belts and canvas 
sneakers. Sunglasses— a limited 
edition item— have a blue acetate 
frame with a pony-logo metal insert 
on the exterior of the temple, and 
“2008” written on the inner side of 
the temple.

Time: About 45 minutes, plus washing and 
drying 

Materials: One pair of old jeans, scissors, 
seam ripper, thread, pins, sewing machine. 

D Put the jeans on and mark a spot about 
4 inches above the knee with a pin. 

This will be the hem of the skirt (if you 
want it shorter, place the pin higher— but no 
higher than 3 inches below the crotch seam). 

Smooth the jeans out on a work sur- 
face. Measure the length from the top 
of the waistband to the pin, and mark the 
distance across both legs. Cut straight across 
both legs, about an inch below where you 
marked, to give yourself a little leeway 

Turn the jeans inside out. Using a seam 
ripper, rip out the crotch seams, tak- 
ing out all the stitches up to the zipper. In 
the back, take out the bottom 3 inches of 
the center seam (so you can eliminate any 
bunching). 


□ Turn the jeans right-side out again 
and smooth out on a work surface. 
Fold the flap below the zipper over the 
fabric underneath (left over right), to cre- 
ate a zigzag front seam below the zipper. 
Place the fabric so that it falls smoothly, 
with no flare. Pin in place. 

Flip the jeans over. Pin the back seam 
together, eliminating some fabric so 
that it doesn’t flare and so that the center 
seam is straight. 

□ On a sewing machine, sew the front 
and back seams, tracing the original 
seam lines and making sure to back-stitch at 
the top and bottom to secure the seams. 

B Try on the skirt, adjust the length 
if necessary and make sure the 
edges are straight. Sew around the edge of 
the skirt, about half an inch up from the 
raw edge (do not make a hem). Trim the 
threads. Wash and dry the skirt to fray 
the edges.

It might not be as popular as, say, 
Facebook, but among some who 
spend a lot of time online, Twitter 
has become indispensable. 

A place to engage in microblog- 
ging, Twitter, with its word limit— 
messages are confined to 140 char- 
acters or fewer— and ease of use has 
been growing steadily over the past 
year after making a splash at 2007’s 
South by Southwest Interactive 
Festival. This despite technical prob- 
lems that frequently cripple Twitter 
and competition from other emerg- 
ing social-networking sites.

Bonus tips 

» Many users swear by desktop applications, such 
as Twitterific, that make tracking conversations 
and staying up-to-date easier. Check out twitter, 
com/downloads for some of them. 

» Want a mobile application to view and post 
tweets? Twitterrific for iPhone is popular, as is the 
m.twitter.com mobile site. Hahlo.com is opti- 
mized for the iPhone. 

» Want to look for tweets about a specific topic? 
Go to search.twitter.com. 

» You can have tweets from people you follow 
sent to your phone as text messages, but this can 
get overwhelming and run up your text-messag- 
ing bill. 

» Can’t access Twitter or getting an image of a 
giant whale? It’s not your fault. Twitter is frequent- 
ly out of service or undergoing maintenance. 
Twitter users have learned to live with the pain. 


Etiquette 




» You don’t have to follow everyone 
who follows you. 

» Don’t post too many tweets at a 
time unless you’re having a more 
direct conversation using replies. It 
fills up other people’s timelines, and 
unless what you’re posting is impor- 
tant (a natural disaster just hap- 
pened in your backyard or major 
news just broke), people will begin 
to tune you out. 

» Post interesting information. Be 
yourself and try to mix it up or else 
followers will lose interest. 

» Be courteous and respectful. 
Tweets might seem fleeting, but 
unless you delete a message, it 
stays in the system, visible forever. 


Getting started 

» A message on Twitter is called a “Tweet.” 
» A “follower” is somebody who has sub- 
scribed to your Twitter account and will 
read your posts. “Following” is the list of 
people you follow. 

» The “timeline” is a list of Tweets. There’s 


a public time line, which includes every- 
one’s posts. Your own timeline shows your 
tweets mixed with the tweets of everyone 
you follow. 

» People use the sign to reply to other 
people’s messages. To reply to a message 
someone posted, hit the “reply” button on 
the message.

» You can send someone a direct message, 
which goes to the person’s e-mail and does 
not appear in public time lines. To do this, 
use the letter “d” like this: “d (username) 

Please don’t post this private message.” 

» After setting up your account to receive 
texts from your phone, you can post a 
Tweet by texting it to 40404.

It’s a puzzle worthy of The Riddler: Why is there no video game 
based on “The Dark Knight”? 

For the first time in the film-franchise’s history the Gaped 
Crusader flew into movie theaters without a video game attached 
to his utility belt. 

Whatever held things up caused about $ioo million in sales to 
be missed, according to estimates. 

Game publisher Electronic Arts had the rights to make a “Dark 
Knight” title, which EA-owned developer Pandemic Studios was 
working on, according to an EA manager who spoke on the condi- 
tion of anonymity because the matter is proprietary 

Gary Oldman, who plays Gotham City police officer James 
Gordon, said in a recent interview with G4 that he had seen a “tiny 
little piece” of “The Dark Knight” game and described a sequence 
with Batman realistically gliding across rooftops. Oldman also said 
the game is supposed to feel like it “doesn’t stop and start.” 

Spokespeople for Warner Bros. Interactive Entertainment, EA 
and Pandemic would not comment for this story 

Speculation about the cause for the disappearing act has includ- 
ed missed deadlines. Heath Ledger’s death, questionable quality 
and poor sales projections. 

EA might have decided to bow out of the Batman business after 
what happened with the previous movie-based adaptation. 

In 2005, EA unleashed a “Batman Begins” game alongside direc- 
tor Chris Nolan’s moody re-imagination of the Batman franchise. 
The game featured the voices of the film’s stars, including Christian 
Bale, Katie Holmes and Morgan Ereeman. But the game received a 
lukewarm critical reception and sold only 587,000 copies. 

Based on the record-breaking success of the movie, Wedbush 
Morgan video game industry analyst Michael Patcher believes a 
“Dark Knight” game released at the same time as the blockbuster 
film last month could have sold 4 million units and banked $100 
million— with $70 million going to the game’s publisher and $30 
million going to Warner Bros.

As inboxes fill up, users 
slow down— and get angry

It happened with cigarettes. It happened with red 
meat. And carbs. And SUVs. 

And now it’s happening with e-mail. The pre- 
ferred communication channel of millions of 
Americans is no longer cool. 

According to a growing number of academics, 
“technologists” and psychologists, our dependence 
on e-mail is creating anxiety in the workplace, 
adversely affecting the ability to focus, diminishing 
productivity and threatening family bonds. The 
problem has become so severe that a new crop of 
entrepreneurs has sprung up with antidotes — which 
sometimes involve creating more e-mail. 

Behind the e-mail backlash is a growing percep- 
tion that, despite its convenience and everything 
positive it has brought to work and social situations, 
the tide has turned, and now once-friendly e-mail is 
a monster that’s threatening to ruin our lives. 

“It chases you,” says Natalie Firstenberg, an L.A. 
therapist who says the subject of e-mail has been 
coming up more and more in sessions with her cli- 
ents. “There are no business hours.” 

Timothy Ferriss, author of “The 4-Hour 
Workweek,” says that what’s wrong with e-mail is 
that it simulates forward motion but doesn’t neces- 
sarily mean action. 

“E-mail is used as a self-validation tool by people 
to procrastinate and to re-create activity versus pro- 
ductivity,” he says. 

Ferriss, who says he used to receive “close to 
300 e-mails per hour,” is now checking his per- 
sonal e-mail account only twice a day 

Tantek Celik, a computer scientist who has 
worked for Microsoft, Sun Microsystems, Apple 
Computer and Technorati, a blog search engine, 
proclaimed several months ago on his blog: “EMAIL 
shall henceforth be known as EFAIL.” 

E-mail backlash started in earnest last year with 
“no e-mail” Fridays at companies such as Intel and 
Deloitte & Touche. But this turned out to be not 
much more than a Band-Aid solution. 

More recently, the backlash accelerated as a new 
organization. Information Overload Research 
Group, held a conference in NewTbrk. 

According to Vice President Deva Hazarika 
(who is also chief executive of ClearContext Corp., 
a software development corporation), the non- 
profit group formed when a number of researchers 
and software developers came together to discuss 
the challenges they were seeing in corporations. 

“We all felt that information overload was 
something that was such a big problem that some 
companies were beginning to be aware of it but a 
lot of people didn’t realize the magnitude of the 
problem,” Hazarika says. ‘And we could increase 
awareness.” 

Lately, a mini-industry has sprung up around 
finding solutions to e-mail overload. Hazarika’s 


The cost of all that mall 

E-mail, long hailed as a time-saving boon, has 
taken over the workplace. 

Tony Wright, a software developer in Seattle 
who recently launched (in beta form) RescueTime, 
a program that tracks how users spend their time 
on the computer, has found that 38 percent of 
office workers’ time is spent on communication 
applications such as e-mail. 

According to a report to be published in October 
by the New York-based research company Basex, 
unnecessary interruptions such as spam, other 
unnecessary e-mail and instant messages take 
up 28 percent of the average knowledge worker’s

ClearContext Software has developed a program 
that manages Outlook, for example, offering fea- 
tures including a “do not disturb” button, an auto- 
mated “unsubscribe” feature and an optimized 


folder filing system. 

Another program, Xobni (“inbox” spelled back- 
ward) determines the “hot zones” when a person 
tends to receive the most e-mail, then it batches 
e-mail during those times and sends out an auto- 
response indicating that the user is checking e-mail 
only at certain times. 

Then there are those who are just throwing up 
their hands. 

Lawrence Lessig, a Stanford University Law 
School professor and founder of the school’s Center 
for Internet and Society, four years ago reportedly 
declared “e-mail bankruptcy” After spending 80 
hours going through his inbox, he simply gave up 
and sent out an apologetic note to all his unan- 
swered correspondents explaining that he could 
not respond to them. 

Lessig could not be reached for comment— not 
even by e-mail. 


Cutting down e-mail 

How can a hapless e- 
mail addict wriggle out 
from under the weight 
of a bulging inbox? 

Here are some tips from 
specialists: 

»Turn off the alert 
noise. That can help you 
escape the addictive 
cycle of reflexively seeing 
whether something 
interesting came in and 
creating more messages 
by hitting the “send” 
button. 

» Limit the number of 
times per day you check 
your e-mail. 

» Use clear, informative 
subject lines. “Hey” as 
the subject requires that 
someone open up the 
e-mail to even know how 
to prioritize it. But “4:00 
meeting canceled” can 
be easily digested. 

» Clear your inbox 
frequently, and file e- 
mails into appropriate 
folders. 

» Do not create too 
many folders. A 2000 
study found that the 
more folders users 
had, the less efficient 
message storage and 
retrieval became. 

» Meet with your co- 
workers to discuss ways 
in which e-mail traffic can 
be reduced for everyone 
in your work group. That 
may mean avoiding 
sending non-essential 
messages; not sending 
“OK, thanks” notes that 
simply acknowledge 
receipt of a message; 
picking up the phone or 
walking to a co-worker’s 
cubicle when a subject 
is best handled in a 
conversation. 

» Don’t publish your 
complete e-mail address 
on blogs and other 
Web pages. Instead 
of yourname@server. 
com, use yourname “at” 
server.com or yourname 
(at) server.com. That way, 
robots that crawl the 
Web looking for e-mail 
addresses to spam won’t 
detect you.
